C-V Disposal 
Rate Increase 

C-V Disposal has beeai on 
the City Council agenda for 
the past several months wltli 
a request for an increase in 
rates in Sierra Madre to off¬ 
set their claim of losses in 
operation. 

The rate Increase sought 
by the company was 40 per 
cent, raising the rate 80 
cents per month for single 
family dwellings and the 


unit. 

Having called for various 
profit aud loss statements 
concerning the company’s 
operation, and these reports 
having been pres e in t e d, 
showed that the company 
did lose approximately $42,- 
(>00 over the past year, due 
to higher costs of operation, 
this loss represented about 
28 per cent.

Apparorrtly, some mem¬ 
bers of our <.ity’s police 
force seem to think that 
they are exempt fixsn some 
provisions of the Vehicle 
Code of the State of Cali- 
fonnia. 

Willie driving along Or¬ 
ange Grove Avenue the other 
night, I fell prey to a ter¬ 
rifying experience. 

My vehicle was traveling 
eastbound along Ore n g e 
Grove Avenue, w'hile another 
vehicle approached traveling 
westbound. Sever a 1 feet 
ahead, I could see that I was 
approaching a parked car in 
my lane. As I slowed to al¬ 
low the westbound car to 
pass by, I was shocked to 
.see that from out of the 
blue, a police car with red 
lights (minus siren) was ap¬ 
proaching leaving both of 
us little time to act, Tlie 
westbound vchi c 1 e was 
forced to drive up on the ivy 
lining the avenue, while I 
veered damgerously close to 
a telephone pole to allow tho 
police vehicle adequate ac¬ 
cess to pass through. 

After this maneoiuver the 
other driver and I gazed at 
each othei- i.n disbelief as 
the police vehicle sped away 
i.n utter disregard of our 
safety. 


Arcording to the Vehicle 
Code of the State of Cali¬ 
fornia, Section 21055, ve¬ 
hicles driving in response to 
an emergoncy call or in un- 
medate pursuit, must sound 
a siren and display red 
lights visible from the front, 
as a warning to other driv¬ 
ers. (Note: The code re¬ 
quires use of siren and 
lights conourrently). 

Section 21056 adds that. 
“Section 21055 does .not re¬ 
lieve the driver of a vehicle 
from the duty to drive with 
due regard for the safety o.f 
all piersons usmg the high¬ 
way . . .'* 

Is it too much to ask that 
police vehicles use their 
sirens? It would be much 
safer for all eoneerned. Ac-

The Fire Department for the City of Sierra Madre has 
successfully operated in the city for the past 57 years as 
a full volunteer .(iepartment. Over these years, as today, 
the volunteers have been very proud of the savings that 
they can help make for the City, operating as a volun¬ 
teer unit. 

Four years ago. Chief Charles Brown conceived the 
idea that Sierra Madre should have an emergency medical 
service for the citizens of the Communitj-, and that this 
service should be a part of the Sierra Madre Volunteer 
Fire Department. 'With this thought in mind, men took 
their time to go to school and learn all of the facets for 
being a first-class Emergency Medical Team. After a 
couple of year’s operation, the citizens of the community 
joined together, under the leadership of Sam Tesoro. chair¬ 
man of the Kiwanis Club Fund Drive to obtain a Medi¬ 
cal Van for these volunteers. The money to buy this van 
was fully donated by the citizens of Sierra Madre. The 
unit is being operated almost totally on donated funds, 
with very little burden to the ta.xpayers. 

A letter is now being circulated, and sent to the 
City Council wherein the writer wishes to put a charge 
on you for the service donated and volunteered to you 
by the Sierra Madre Fire Department.

Since the Initiation of the 
welfare fraud reporting line, 
a total of 2,383 calls have 
lieen received from the pub¬ 
lic.

There are literally millions 
of miles of buried lines in 
the United States. General 
of California alone has more 
than 10,000 miles of under¬ 
ground cables, with that 
amount increasing daily. 

Cities aie responsible for 
issuing permits ito utilities 
for burying their equipment 
and keeping accurate data 
on the underground facili¬ 
ties. Utilities regularly sup¬ 
ply cities with changes, ad¬ 
ditions and deletions that 
have been made to their 
burled lines so that master 
records and blueprints of 
the .underground may be up¬ 
dated. 

Though depths vary, 30 
inches is usually the mini¬ 
mum for utilities to be bur- 
ed since pressure on the 
roads and sidewalks has dis¬ 
sipated enough by that level 
to be rendered harmless. 

There are not always ab¬ 
solutes on what goes where 
when utilities are buried . 

. . with such varying factors 
tc consider as street con¬ 
figurations, zoning, terrain, 
climate and service require¬ 
ments. 

However, one rule that 
does seem to apply here Is 
the adage: "What goes up 
must come down ...” or 
maybe underground even¬ 
tually.

"But I suggest, and would 
move, that spending limits 
be built Into the charter. 

“Properly draw n,” he 
adds, “the spending limits 
would respond clearly to 
that argument.” 

The language of the pro¬ 
posal, he says, should clear¬ 
ly define through charter 
mandaee limita t i o ms on 
si>endlng "by County govern¬ 
ment. 

Similar legislation is our- 
rently being studied in Sac¬ 
ramento and in other state 
Capitols across the .nation, 
Schabarum says. 

It is the third clampdown 
on County spending that 
Scliabarum has introduced 
this year. 

Proposition A on the June 
ballot erased from the char¬ 


ter the prevailing wage sec¬ 
tion which for more than 
half a century required the 
county to pay its employees 
a wage equal to that paid In 
private industry. 

Another measure — also 
Proposition A — on the No¬ 
vember ballot would permit 
the county to contract with 
private industry to perform 
certain jobs when that work 
could be dome more econo¬ 
mically than by a county 
work force. 

Schabarum says the mea¬ 
sure carries the potential of 
a saving.s of millions of dol¬ 
lars a year to taxpayers. 

The latest ballot proposal 
introduced by Schabarum is 
expected to be acted upon 
sometime within the .next 
two or three weeks.

Southern California Gas Co., on behalf of Hself anff 
the 13 million people It serves, seeks your editorial sup¬ 
port for the selection of a site near Point Conception as 
the location for Californa’s first liquified natural gas 
(LNG) receiving terminal. , 

Slelection of the Point Conception site is critical to 
the state's future energy net'ds. 

Under the LNG Terminal Act of 19T7, the California 
Public Utilities Commission (PUC) has sole authority 
to issue a permit for a remote LNG terminal, which 
under current plans would receive up to 900 million 
cubic feet of LNG dally beginning in 1982. The PUC 
must make its decision by July 31, 1978. ' 

Unless the PUC selects Point Conception, we likely 
will lose the contracts we Ivave for LNG from south 
Alaska and lndom>8ia. That means Califorsla could be 
drastically short of long-term natural gas supplies in 
the early 1980s. Small Industrial and commercial firms 
which can’t use another fuel could be forced to shut 
down, throwing people out of work and worsening our 
air quality. 

Election of any of the proposed alternative LNG 
sites would mean a delay of from two to five yeara En¬ 
gineering work already has begun for Point Conception, 
and the land there is privately owned, and we have an 
option to purchase it, decreasing the startup time. It 
Is the only remote site facility which could be built 
by 1982. 

Selection of any other site also would add from 
$98 million to more than $760 million to the bill for 
the terminal, a cost which California consumers would 
have to bear. 

Reports of a geologic fault at Point Conception have 
been blown out of propostion by opponents of the site. 
Evidence from expensive and detailed geological work at 
the site has shown that the fault is minor and is well 
away from the area where we would plan to locate our 
facilities. The LNG plant can be built safely at Point 
Conception. 

The California Coastal Commission ranked Point Con¬ 
ception third in its recommendation to the PUC. (Camp 
Pendleton in San Diego County was ranked first; Rattle¬ 
snake Canyon In San Luis Obispo County, second; Deer 
Creek Canyon in Ventura County, fourth.) 

The Coas.al Commission made clear that it based 
its recommendation solely on narrow coastal policy cri¬ 
teria. It didn't consider alternatives, or other higher costs. 
The PUC will take a broader look; it must make a de¬ 
tailed analysis of the state's long term gas supply needs 
and the role of LNG in satisfying them. And it can select 
any of the sites on those grounds. 

This state cannot afford to gamble with its gas 
supply. The PUC must override the coastal comml.ssion’s 
ranking and select Point Cinception as the site for an 
LNG receiving terminal.

Californians Pessimistic 

Californians are increasingly pessimls.ic about in¬ 
flation, according to a consumer attitude survey con¬ 
ducted for Bank of America. 

“Californians’ belief that inflation can be controlled 
ha.s reached a record low," said Fred Thiemann, head 
of marketing research for the bank. “And consumer con¬ 
fidence has continued to decline the beginning qf the 
year,” he added, “although it does remain above levels 
of a year ago.’’ 

Two-thirds of the 914 Californians q^ueried In the May- 
June survey wore “not too" or “not at all" confident that 
inflation can be controlled. This is the lowest reading 
on this measurement since the bank began the surveys 
in 1975 and a full seven-point drop from the March 
reading. 

Thiemann noted that the survey was conducted Just 
prior to the state’s June 6 election in which reduced 
government spending was the key issue. This concern 
for high government spending .seems to reflected in 
these results, he said. 

The index of personal financial well-being dropped 
fiv«* poin’s .since the March survey (from 131 to 126) but 
still remains above the reading of 119 in May of 1977. 
One-half of those queried feel they are better off today 
than they were a year ago, 23 per cent indicated tliere 
has ;>een no change and 24 i>er cent said they are wor.se 
off 

The outlook for next jear also dimmed somewhat, 
the bank reported, as this indicator dropped from 140 to 
135. However, the indicator is .still up from 132 a year ago. 

Improving Cuts Costs! 

The Board of Supervisors has instructed the Director 
of Regional Planning to prepare a .schedule to reduce by 
50 per cen. the time it takes to complete processing of 
project developments. 

“Presently, it takes the County .Regional Planning 
Department as long as a year to 114 years lo process 
zoning requirements for housing development projects,” 
Supervisor Kenneth Hahn said. 

“This is much too long. It denies ]-)eople needed 
housing, prevents employment opportunities that could 
otherwise occur in the interim and is inflationary,” he 
added. 

The Regional Planning Department establishes and 
maintains a continuing long-range process for the physi¬ 
cal, .social and economic development of the county. It 
also prepares community plans, administers the county 
subdivisions and zoning ordinances and develops pro¬ 
grams for the county’s general plan. 

Hahn’s mo.ion also instructs the Director of Regional 
Planning to list all the steps required for a zoning ap¬ 
plication for a project development from the time it is 
filed to final approval by the Board of Supervisors. 

"Tliis information is to be reported back to the .Board 
by July 11 with recommendations for Improving the zoning 
process,” Hahn said.

‘Nature Notes’ 

By Sandor Junkunc 


The question of how life 
develops in a ©tream . . . 
alter a long, dry spell . . . 
is probably a complex is¬ 
sue, at least in some ways. 
But it is easier to iunder- 
stand when you remember 
how valuable a substance 
water is on our planet. In 
a semi arid place like South¬ 
ern California, a new stream 
stream has an almost magi¬ 
cal effect on the nearby life. 
It draws the wildlife to it 
like a magnet attracts a 
piece of metal! 

The toad is a gcx)d case in 
point. Normally feeding on 
insects in grass away from 
water, the adult will seek 
out the ponds and streams 
at the first captivating call 
of sprirrg! Pei-nDps it coftild 
be said the toad is among 
the first to begin life in the 
new stream. Seeking calmer 
water, the female lays on 
the soft sand bottom the 
beginning of a new brood . . 
liny black eggs held semre- 
ly together by a long jelly- 
like translucent string. The 
toad is no exception to the 
saying that “nature always 
over-provides.” for she lays 
thousands and thousands of 
eggs ... as many as 10,- 
000! Soon, in about a week 
or two, the black tadpoles 
hatch. Within the next 
months these little guys will 
feed on algae in the water 
and develop ever-so-ti n y 
legs! 

And .now the wonderful 
transformation has begun, 
the metamorphlsis from a 
water breathing animal with 
gills to a direct air breath¬ 
ing animal with lungs. From 
a swimming animal to a 
hopping one. It is during this 
early change in life that the 
vulnerable tadpole falls 
prey to a variety of preda¬ 
tors. What started out as 
thousands end up as a mere 
few, for they are eater, 
voraciously by water snakes, 
ribbon snakes, frogs, and 
even giant water bugs in the 
stream. And birds do their 
fair share in depleting the 
originally large numbers of 
tadpoles. To add insult to 
injury, the little black tad- 
pwles are "gobbled up” by 
curious people . . . easily 
caught, they are taken homo 
as a nature oddity, usually 
to die the death of cap¬ 
tivity! It is very difficult 
to keep stream animals in a 
goldfish bowl . . . success¬ 
fully! In any event, those 
tadpoles that do survive 
manage to crawl out of the 
water where the rest of their 
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lives will be spent In grassy 
areas feeding on Juicy in¬ 
sects. 

Next week we’ll explore 
more of tiie stream to see 
what other kinds of life 
exists there!
